cowardly system of “ fortifying’’ adopted by 
our pro-slavery Generals. His faith is in mov- 
ing columns; in dying artillery, dragoons and 
bayonet charges of infantry. Perhaps one 
reason is, that he was educated in the cavalry 
arm of the service, and that may cause him to 
favor rapid movements and open field fight- 
ing. At all events, he claims that the only 
way the revolt can ever be quelled is, by for- 
ward movements of the columns, and striking 
vigorously right end left, apd hurting the enc- 

my at every blow. Hence, Gen. Hunter is 
looked upon with an evil eye by the pro-slave- 
ry West Pointers, who throw every impedi- 
ment possible In his way, and thus far have 
been succeseful in depriving the country of 
the benefit of his skill and services. They 
have kept him in command where he could do 
nothing of consequence. He is one of three. 
Major Generals elevated from the officers of 
the regular army, McClellan and Halleck being 
the other two ;'but he is reduced to the posi- 
tion of a Brigadier by a pro-slavery con- 
spiracy, and, in effect, exiled from the scene 
of active operations. It is time the country 
should understand these things. The Presi- 
dent made him a Major General for the express 
purpose of commanding an army. How has 
this intention been carried out ? 

When Gen. Hunter reached St. Louis, about 
the first of September, and reported to Fre- 
mont for service, McKinstry, the peculating, 
pro-slavery West Pointer, had already poi- 
soned the mind of Fremont, and, Iago like, 
had filled him with jealousy and suspicions 
against Hunter, who found himself shunned 
and snubbed on the day he set foot in the De- 
partment of the West. Hunter quickly saw 
the peril in which Mulligan was placed, and 
besought Fremont to permit him to proceed 
to Jefferson, and with the eight or ten thou- 
sand troops there and along the Pacific Rail- 
road, make a forced march, get into the rear 
of Price’s army, and cut bis whole horde to 
pieces, which he could easily have done. 
But his plan was scouted, and himself 
sent off to Rolla where there was nothing to 
do, and Malligan’s command was left to its 
fate. He was permitfed to take nv active part 
In the campaign until Fremont was pemoved. 
We ascribe this treatment, however, to the 
malign influence of McKinstry, who exercised 
immense influence over Fremont, by some 
means unknown. After Fremont retired, 
the command of the army devolved on Gen. 
Hunter. He was instructed by the War De- 
partinent to give battle te Price, if the latter 
would fight, but not te pursue him into Ar- 
kansas, if he retreated without tighting, but to 
fail back te the railroad lines at Rolla and 8e- 
dalia. Hunter sent Sigel forward with a 
sirong force to engage the rebel General, who, 
as was anticipated, broke up his camp and re- 
trected precipitately, burning and destroying 
ell the provisions and forage within his reach, | 
og he fled. Accordingly, Gen. Hunter march- 
ed the army back to Rella and the Pacific Rail- 
road line. He sent Gen. Lane's brigade of 
Kansas troops west te Fort Scott, and Iefia 
regiment of cavalry and some pieces of flying 
artillery at Warsaw, on the Osage, to scout 
the eorntry. Before commencing the retro- 
grade movement from Springfield he inspected 
the army and carefully ascertained the nam- 
ber of troops under his command. He found 
that be had 34,000 serviceable soldiers. He 
also marked out his plan of future operations, 
which in briefwas as follows: Gen. Lane to 
retire to Fort Scott with 2,600 men and to be 
{Mined by Jennison’s regiment of cavalry, and 
there lie in wait forashorttime. At Kolla he 
proposed to leave Sige! with 6,00) men, of all 
arms. At Sedalia and Otterville he proposed 
to leave Pope with about the “same force, in” 
clading the mounted regiment; to be lefi at 
Warsaw: The remaining 2,000 soldiers be 
intended to take to Bt. Louis as fast as the 
railroads could transport thefn and their bag- 
gage. He foresaw that as soon as his army 
fell beck from Springfield, Priee would 
foliow afver at a safe distance—as far at least 
as the Orage, and perhaps north of it. When 
he was drawn north thus far, Sigel was to 
make a forced march towards Springfield, and 
Lane was to rush forward to the same point, 
while Pope wes to march upon him from the 
north, It was calculated that these three 
flying columns of fourteen thousand men, 
wop!d be sure to correl Price’s brigands, and 
capture, disperse or destroy every man of 
them. That this plan would have proven a 
perfect success, the scquel has demonstrated. 
Price did advauce north to the Osage and 
croesed it at Osceola. Halleck tried in 4 fee- 
ble and bungling manner to spring the trap 
set by Hunter, and succeeded In captmring 

e 2,500 of Price’s butternut guerrillas 
But be did not advance the troops'at Rolla in 
time, nor those left at Fort Scott by General 
Lane, at all; consequently Price escaped with 
the main body of his forces. 

After setting his dead-fall for Price, as above 
described, Hunter's plan was to burry his 
20,000 remaining soldicrs down to &t. Louis, 
and there embark thiem on 4 fleet of steam- 
boats and proceed to Cairo with all possible 
dispatch. With the available force about Cairo 
and Paducah, and some regiments he expect- 
ed to get from Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin 

and Iowa, he was confident of being able to 
collect at Cairo about 35,000 effective men and 
sixty pieces of field artillery. This force he 
calculated could be assembled at Cairo by the 
6th of December at the farthest ; and within a 
week thereafter he expected to have the first 
division on board of a fleet of steamers and on 
their way up the Tennessee river, to be fol- 
| lowed by the other divisions in quick succes 
sion. Two or three days more would have 
found his whole force on the Tennessee river.

Gen. Hunter reminded MecClellen that, if 
the reason he gave for superseding him in the | 
command of the Missouri Department was a— 
good one, it could not exclude him from tak- | 
ing command of another Department. He | 
inquired why one Sherman, who was only a 
Brigadier, had been assigned to Kentucky, 
and another Sherman, also a Brigadier, had 
been given the command of the Great Expedi- | 
tion to South Oarolina’ And why Buell, 
another Brigadier, had been sent to Kentucky | 
after Sherman was removed’ He (Hunter) | 
outranked all of these officers. But Gen. | 
McClellan bas made no answer. The real rea- 
son he tis afraid to avow, and he cannot devise 
a decently specious one ; hence bis silence. 

Suppose Gen. Hunter had been ordered to 
take command of the Beaufort. expedition. 
What a different state of facts would exist 
there at this time. The ‘‘ proud and hospita- 
ble” city of Charieston would be in our pos- 
session, and the rebellion in South Carolina, 
where it fret commenced, would be crushed 
out. But we forbear pursuing this inquiry 
farther. The worse than blunders that have 
been perpetrated are too sickening to discuss. 
We submit the forecoing chapter on the man- 
agement of the war to the judgment of our 
readers. It is due to Gen. Hanter, who is a | 
gallant, able and patriotic officer, that the 
conntry should know how he has been treated, 
and the reason for it. It is aleo due to him to 
remark, that he bas not furnished us, directly 
por indirectly, with any of the facts berein 
stated, vor has he any ¢xpectation that we 
purpose gaying anything in bis favor or de- 
fense. * 

The late report of the United States Sani- 
tary Commission is a document of great inter- 
est and value. The number of regiments in- 
epected by this Commission was two hundred, 
of whieh thirty-seven were enlisted in New 
Evgiand, a large portion in the Middle States, 
including Delaware, Maryland and Virginia, 
and the balance in the Western States, incla- 
ding Kentucky, MTssouri, Kansas and Nebras- 
ka. In seventy-six and a half, per cent. of the 
regiments ‘..peeted, native Americans were 
found to constitute the majority; in six and a 
half per cent. the Germans were in the major- 
ity; In five and a half per cent. the Irish, and 
in five ond a half per cent. the number of na- 
tive and foreign born was about equal. In 
fact, the report states emphatically that two- 
thirds of the army are American born, and 
nine-tenths citizens educated under the laws 
of the Union and im the English language. 
This, therefore, is strictly a national army, 
and chiefly composed of young men, the num- 
ber of yolunteers twenty years old being 
double the number at twenty-five, the aver- 
age being a little below twenty-five, and sou 
what more than half being under twenty- 
three. The officers are older, the average age 
being about thirty-four. The eagerness to 
get men, too, seems to have united with the 
desire of all classes to get into the army, to 
cause the service to tbe filled so loosely, in 
defiance of inspection laws, that a considera- 
ble loss has since been experienced in conse- 
quence, 

It seema that in fifty-cight per cent of these 
regiments there bad been yo pretense of a 
thorough inspection of recruits or enlistments, 
and in only aine per cent, had there been o 
thorongh re-lnspection on being mustered into 
service. Of the whole number discharged 
from the service,fally fifty-three per cent. were 
on account of disabilities that existed at ae 
fore their cnlistment, and which any in 
gent surgeon ought to have discovered on 
their inspection as recruits. By this mis- 
management alone the report estimates that 
@ million of dollars has been wasted upon the 
enlistment, pay, clothing, rations, transporta- 
tion and medicines of men who were of no use 
to the army, and who should have been ex- 
chaded by the inspection. 

The research of the Commission shows that 
the volunteers are ready enongh to learn the 
military art when properly instructed. The 
trouble about the care of camps seems to be like 
that about inspection ; the volunteer officers 
are not rigid enough in their requirements. 

As regards the tents, it appears that fifty- 
cight per cent. of the regiments had been pro- 
vided with the wedge tent, ten per cent. with 
the wall tent, and nineteen per cent. with the 
Sibley tent. 

Typhoid fever, from lack of ventilation, oc- 
cure more frequently among the regiments oc- 
cupying the wedge tents thanthose thathavethe 
Sibley, the proportion being 205 to 23. It has 
been proved to the satisfaction of the Com- 
mission that the best bed for soldiers in camp

We are in receipi of a letter {rym Iowa, | 
in which we are taken to task for the late 
assertion that the banks of that State, of 
Indiana and of Ohio, will be forced to sus- 
pend specie payments. Itis possible that 
we did not allow time enough in which 
our predictions must be realized; but it is 
already certam that these banks must fol- 
low the example of New York, or call in 
their circulation and do no business what- 
ever with their own currency. That much, 
we say, is already demonstrated ; and jt is 
inevitable that boards of directors and 
bank managers, whether in New England 
or the West, will not long be content to 
foregoe the enjoyment of the profits, 
which, in a time of suspension of specie 
payments, inevitably accrue to all “ well 
managed” Banking institutions. They may 
be compelled to wait the meeting of their 
respective Legislatgres, to release them 


for refusalto pay coin on their notes; but 
sooner or later, despite the confident pre- 
dictions of our lowa censor, they will fol- 
low the-crowd, shut up their vaults, and go 
into the business ‘of making and lending 
paper dollars to swell the vollime of crr- 
rency already afloat, and to hasten the 
catastrophe, the approach of which all true 
political economists can so plainly see. 
Another correspondent, and he writes 
from the “hub of the universe,” Boston, 
tells us, that, admifting our premises, we

Michigan Military Law. 

The State military board of Michigan have 
prepered with great care a law organizing the 
State militia, which the Legislature will an- 
doubtedly pass. It is modeled after the 
Massachusetts plan, with «ome tmprovements. 
The State is divided into four military districts, 
with one regiment assigned to each; two 
regiments form a brigade, and to cach brigade 
a battery of artillery is to be attached, with 
officers of engineers, ordnance and staff. A 
Major General commands the whole force, 
| under the Governor. Ail thé militia are to be 
known as “State troops."” They are to be 
enlisted for six years, at the expiration of 
which time they are exempt from poll taxes, 
jury duty, highway assessment, and from any 
tax on property of lese value than $500. Once 
in each year they are to be mustered for drill 
and service, the camp to continue not longer 


than ten davs, each soldier receiving ove dollar | - 


a day for sach service, and officers according 


rata. All old commissions are revoked, and | 
the Governor starts anew in organizing the 
force. There is to be a State military board 
of five members, appointed for two years, to 
ap@it. bills. The force will consist of about 
4,000 .men, and the cxpenscs of the military 
establishment will be about $50,000 a year. 
In addition, there has been some efforts in the 
Legislature to establish a State military school, 
or a military department in the University, 
but the money question prevents the realiza- 
tion of the plan at present. Ineiruction in 
military tactics, in the common schools, will

The past two days have been characterized 
by great buetle and excitement here in these 
camps. Wednesday evening the entire force 
here were ordered to atrike their tents.

Quartermaster Baxter is 
also at St. Louis making some arrangements 
with the forage contractors. 

There was suspicion of fraud in some of the 
contracts at the letting on the 20th of Decem- 
ber, and Gen. Grant issued an order annulling 
all the contracts for forage at this post.

Rebel Foray in Iowa, 
[From the lowa State Register, 8th.) 

Hon. H. W. English, Senator from Fremont 
county, brings us the intelligence that a band 
of secession marauders, some 90 in number, 
headed by a ruffian named Warren Price,made a 
foray into McKiseock’s Grove, in the southern 
part of Fremont county on Tuesday morning 


of last week. About a dozen of these 
outlaws * at one o'clock in 
the morning to the 


Fugitt, nearly mile nortli of the State 
line. Five orsix of them entered the house 
and struck a light to assist them in their dep- 
redations. On awaking, Mr. Fugitt, without 
being observed, escaped into another ro m, 
from which, after arming himeelf with a gun, 
he returned. One of the marauders cried ont,

us |’ and in great alarm the whole aig save 
one, beat a retreat from the house. ritt 
fired as they turned to retreat, and he thin 


ugh he docs not Know certainly, that 
the shot from his gun entered the back of 
one of the villains. One of the miscreante re- 
mained, and at the time the gun exploded, he 
wae in the act of pulling out a drawer from 
the bureau. Thinking be had but an empty 
un to contend with, be drew a revolver and 
ired, the bali taking eflect in the arm of Mr. 
Fugitt. He fired a second time, the ball pase- 
ing through the same arm. Mr. F,, although 
partially disabled, clabbed his musket, and 
advancing on the assailant, strack severe 
blow onthe head; but while in the act of do- 
ing #0, the pistol was again discharged, and 
Mr. F. fell to the floor with a terrible wound 
in the neck. After be had fallen, the coward- 
ly ruffians retarned, jusulted the helpless wife 
and children, spurned the inanimate body of 
the husband, wantonly destroyed what prop- 
erty they could lay their hands on, and finally 
left the honse and 
‘berses which were on the place. 

It appears that a young man named Findlay 
had followed the marauders at a safe distance, 
and had wate hed their movements, aud aiter 
they had left the house he went in and render- 
ed what service he could to the family. 
Through his agency the neighbors in the 
grove were soon apprised of the outrage , and 
at sunrise thirty-five mounted, men under the 

lead of Mr. English, were following hard after 
the band. Two of Mr. E.’s company, who 
had been detailed as scouts, came up with 
two o: the band in lowa who had six 
stolen horses in their possession. A ranni 
tire took place between the partics, whi 
resulted in the death of one of the villains. 
The other was wounded and taken, and the 
horses recaptured, Mr. yy 
moved on into Missouri, and before 12 o'cloc 
of the same day, eleven men were arrested, 
four of whom were conclusively identified as. 
a part of the band which had entered Mr. 
Fugitt’s house, The captured villains are 
now in jail at Sidney.
